DTCDMENTS relating to rightwing activities in DALLAS - Vol. XVIII 

There is a letter dated October 29, 1963, IVora "Larrle to Dear 
BERNli: & BILL". 

Ha rerers to the Stevenson incident as "a great victor7". what 
he says aay be'J.argely self-serving because of his own political ori- 
entation, but b.a said that "the overwhelming majority" of Dallasites 
are rightwingers "..This town is a battleground and that is no Joke. 
Hover before have DiHas conservatives from the GOP to the John Birch 
Society over been so strongly united./... Thus far, I am the only 
organizer of the demonstration to have publicly Identified himself. 

... I am a hero to the right - " He has been frequently interviewed 
by all madia. He also says, "tVhat I worked so hard for in one year - 
and nearly failed - finally came through one incident, in one nlghtl" 
He says he has made all uhe necessary arrangements for the 
organizations they were starting and the rest was up to them on that r 
ari-ival. This is Coiumlssion Exhibit 1032, p.836. 

Under date of October 1, 1963, SohntLdt again wrote "Eernle", this 
time a longer letter, appearing on p. 837-9, and enclosed in an enve- 
lope of the Young Americans for Freedom, a photograph of which appears 
on p.840. He refers to the private oath they have taken, "to our 
country". The business of their pretended dedication to the country 
mixed with their auaxix hopes for profit froa one of their enterprises 
as a consequence is in language reminiscent of that of the Silver 
Shirts of an earlier era. He exhorts them to oqual his sacrifice and 
to come down and put their "bodies" into the Job. 

He refers to niinself as the fomaer Sputhuest executive secretary 
of oho TAP and says lie has "worked out a deal with the chainaan of the 
* -.—t Chapter in Dallas, flxs name is i^ale davenport and I put him 
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into the pooitlon Dsvonport "will allow us to use his YAP 

chapter for Cuaa purposes.” Ho said that whoever controlled the 
YAP adujit chapters controls all the chapters in Dallas and whoever 
controls the Dallas YAP Chapters controls Texas YAP, and whoever 
controls Texas YAP controls the YAP for the southwest. 

In j/is. postscript he says his brother has begun working as an 
aide to General Walker and refers to the "huge demonstrations" in 
connection with Stevenson's speech. 

In Exhibit lOij.^, PP»8U3-5» in a letter fi’oia Munich to Schioidt 

dated January 7# 1963* Weisaman reports that "one of our I'emale 
very 

friends has/rocently been refused a security clearance because of 
her association with several men of questionable political activi- 
ties. V/e are ... the only people who could have caused this."

Schmidt Indicated a relationship with Gen. Walker and other 
conservatives in the Dallas area in Exhibit 1036, pp.81;6.52, in a 
letter to ^arry Jones dated November 2, 1962. 

This letter also abounds in anti-Negro feeling. On p,8i;9 he 
says, "Also, dotm here a Negro is aigger. No one - and I mean no 
one - is ever to say one kind word about Niggers, Only liberals do 
that, Liberals aj?e our enemies . Never forget thati Get Bernie 
straight on that, .,, Don't p)?eaoh r ace hatred. Don't say anything 
good about niggers - but don't talk about harming them either. The 
Gpnservatlve isn't 'agin the Nigras, he just wants to keep him in 
his place for his own good»," 

And on p,3i?l, "Arrangements are being made for me to meet with 
the head of the Dallas J.3.L. , also Gen, Walker, and C, Hunt, the 
texas oil millionaire. I have already met the top editors of tlie

In a Juno 2, 1962, lottor to "Bornis", ochmidt says (Exhibit 
1037, '’By th .0 tirno you get hero t-?e shall already ha’/o ta!csn 

o'lr r.ovGS to gain control oi* the Southwestern YAP. 'Ve shall be able 
to find employnient for you wT t!i oxcellent eoononic opportunitlos. 

There are all kinds of possibilities if I can nafie •i!‘.3!;2 a week 
selling insurance - why, tiy godl think of how much you could make! 

... ‘-'h have powerful contacts and allies down hore.” 

"Cur only other Cusa menber in Balias, Warren/Carroll, has re- 
placed another fellow as the vice chairman of the Soixthwest YA?’. 

This was according to our strategy as the other fellow was an onemy 
of mine. This puts Warren in the mmiber 2 spot, I an in tho number 
3 slot. Only tho chairman remains and we sha,ll topple him this fall,

ne also indicates a connection with a private club where they 
get 20 percent ofi the gross by bringing In hostesses, etc. He re- 
fers to "Warren, who already has a PhD from Colxmihie and £ masters 
from Colorado, (who) is now going to low school to got that degree, 
^*1^®®^?", he is doing much legal work for us. Ee is tte personal writer 
for E. g, ®unt, tho oil millionaire and richest man In Texas - and an 
ardent conservative. Hunt’s son-in-law contributed (oljOOO to YAd'’/ 
thanks to k'arren." 

Schmidt lets himself go in a 3-page (pp. 860-2) typewritten 
single-spaced letter of January L, 1963 (Exhibit 5o, iO;0). He 
visualizes that Cusa will someday be "all pov?erful, all relmnirvi", 

Df himself he says "on the other hand, \’p can aspire to greatness. 
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to Iranortal.lty, to a rlcli, xull life, I, for one, despise anonymity, 
nothin^^ness, I choose greatness, inimortality, wealth, power, and 
influence. And, Beraia, so help me god, I aau going to have those 
things. Whether I go down in history books as a great and noble man, 
or a tyrant, I am doteiminod to at least be recorded in the history 
of our times. Yes, I choso to make my attempt at greatness; where 
do you stand sir?**

In -Exhibit 1044f PP*374-Pf •Schmidt rovoals his strategy for 
taking control of Y/JF*, Southwest, and says **Once we get rid of the 
Chairman, YAP Southwest is ours - with an independent treasury,” 

The "private club” to which he has referred appears to be ”ivu Charme/ 
Lanngo". They frankly describe the hostesses ns "hustlers", getting 
a- commissi on on what they sell. On p,875> there is more information 
about Warren Carroll saying he, "is a scriptwriter for Life- 

line, H, L, Hunt*s television and radio series, ••• Warren makes about 
0700 a month, ,,, a former CIA man (don’t worry}. Ho has been checked 
out. Hunt checked him cut," Schmidt has been using the envelopes 
of the Young Americans for Freedom. In Exhibit 10l;7, beginning on 
P.87B, he is using the stationary of the "National Indignation Con- 
vention". At the top of aliUost all of the 7 pagos ha has printed 
and imderlined " TOP SECRLT" and at the bottom " D2STH0Y " . The letter 
is undated and begins by saying, *’i:e have arrivedl" He has proposed 
a merger of his Cusa with the National Indignation Convention effec- 
tive Augiist 1963 j following which, " We ’ll get rid ox* our new ’part- 
He is to discuss it the following day with Frank i'cGehee, 
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Hs say3 it aas expanses 
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who he describes as "obviously tho boss", 
of about ./10,000 a raonth, coitiir,^ Trowi donations. 

This sorios of docvusents is oae in wLiich Sciimidt paints iiitu- 
soif as an aspiring Hitler, In llxhibit 10)t7, for exaxr^ple, he says, 

"I am buildiog you p people up into supermen, ... I must have complete 
loyalty and dedication now, ” 

In a postscript to Leu’ry Jones, Schmidt says , "If I lerb our

In a letter dated February 2, 1^63, addressed to "All I-iembers", 
Exhibit 1049> pp*086-8, he begins by saying, "//e have succeeded* The 
mission with which I was charged in Dallas has been accomplished, 
are in - all the way. Here is the storyi” He balks about a gathering 
ho attended of conservatives at the home of Dp* Robert Morris, presi- 
dent of the Defenders of Aaierlcan Diberty, with Morris; two members 
of the Dallas University faculty named Hubek and Woods; Ceorge Ward, 
a Dallas City dotectiva; an editorial writer of the Dallas Horning 
News, Sea Thompson; Clyde Moore, KELD newscaster and **foiuier PH man 
for T* L* Hunt (sic); and several others* He gave them hell for 
^oing nothing, and was pleasantly aui^prised whan they €igreed, and 
apparently they decided to take over the Young Americans for Freedom* 
Ho quotes Clyde Moore, the KRLD newscaster, as sayirg that after 
taking over YAP "wo can uao YAF to get us off ti» ground'** Thus, 
ho said, the Dallas chapter of YAP was bux^n. He said they arc going 
to start YAP chapters YAP chap tors in Munich and bo spread elsewioere 
thi^ugh Carmany* He points out tho **YAP national advisory board in- 
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eludes 37 centre SRxnen, " 

Exhibit 1051 on p .890 la tntjtled "Kenbership List”, with 
5 ? partnors; KHx;c£xis:dllatr|qr No. 2 , Larry C. Jones, as "chief, 
security divrision" and 13. sienbcrs, all named.

Welssraan said ho would cooperate fully and discuss Cusa and its 

organ.isar, Scluildt, Ho gave the FBI Schmidt's letter to h^T!l dated 

October 29, 19^0, in which Sclmiidt says he is "tho only organizer 

of the demonstration (against Sto’/enson) to have publicly identified 

hiMself". Ho describes the tremendous publicity and public reaction 

he has gotten. Schmidt says as a consequence of this "Cusa is set". 

Woissrmn and Bueley left for Dallas in response to this letter Ilovem-

bor J|., 3 . 963 . Welssman "freely adiilttcd-that he had sought to use 
his political connections to further his business opportunities". 

They planned to protest the arrival of resident Kennedy but not 
with a demonstration, They decided on an ad, Welssman said the 
black border on tho ad was his idea, that the "American Fact-Finding 
Committee does not actually exist, and that it was a nano made up by 
Larrie Schmidt and ^Joseph Crinnan, whom he described as an indepen- 
dent oil man," 

Weissmaii's name was usod "in order to offset anti-Semitic charges 
... against the conservative movement in Dallas ..."
